the pieSent two asperate ozganiiMtion arrang«nont was more desiiiible th^ 
any type of amalgamation* This is preferable according to AEX!AMHISTA 
beeause of the Undesirable element within IDMilTI B* The August li?53 
moetihg between ASOAMElSTA U and IDENTITX A revealed that the latter was 
anxious to unite the emigration but only on his tezms* According to 
ASCAMIQ^TA li> the only potential within iSMTITi B of interest to ASGAMBISTA 
1 is the youthful element located in South River, New Jersey* This group 
is entirely inactive politically, lacks the necessary intelligentsia 
element, and eiagages only in social activities* 

U* AECAMBISTA k offered a variety of information about the activities 
of IDEI^ITI 6* He Indicated that ABGAMBISTA 1, as well as the rest of the 
members of IHSMTITX C, is amenable to entezlng IDENTITY D* The prevalent 
attitude among IDENTITY G is that IDENTITY D has altered it's political 
orientation sufficiently to warrant entry therein by the minorities* However, 
to date this has been iiiq>osslble because of the Biaohlnations of the Great 
Sissian groups* 

He revealed that IDENTITY B has granted AECAMBISTA 1 an opportunity 
to utilize the facilities of IDENTITY S for broadcasts in the l^lorussian 
language* Five individuals (one announcer, one secretary, and/or translator 
and three researchers) will constitute the staff of the N^lorusslan section* 

It was iiqplied that the five were being subsidized on a fuU»salary basis by 
IDENTITY 0* IDENTITY F of New York City and AECAMBISTA 8 have been selected 
for the research positions* The other names were not' revealed except to 
indicate that the announcer would be female* Initially the Byelorussian 
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soetipn will make only one l^««ed.aate broadcast dally} the material tranaonitted 
will be limited to a concerted antirBolsheTik struggle and will fall within the 
political purview established by ID^iJTiTI 0 . 

The primary purpose of ASCAMBISTA b*s visit to the United States is 
to obtain c^proval from the AECAMBISTA 1 Rada members for entry into 
D* A meeting held in Mow fork City in early Hov^ber 1?53 was called to 
resolve the various differences in this regarde Inclement weather prevented 
many of the A^AHBISTA 1 leaders from outlying areas in the United States 
and Canada from attending* Althpu^^ entry into lUERTITY D was only prelliidnarily 
discus se^ at this meetingji the Olevelaad leaders refused to attend* Instead 
they Sent a delegate who vehemently p;ira^sted taking any action of this hdbure 
idiiob would bi^ihimise the minority i^ujp' s ability to speak out agaihbt tiw 
proponents bf t^ Federated State* 

A e<sm^ 8 sion was appointed at the conclusion of the meeting 'and 
delegated fdtboi^ to prepare a'pro^aa which would be acceptable to all of 
the .lUiCA^lSTA: 1 members and whi(^ will bo used as the basis for entry into 
lUENTITI D* AgCAMBlSTA nonetheless^ anticipates some resistance from 
certsdA ABCAt^STA 1 saeabers^ but does not consider this to be an irreconcilable 
dispute or eiie which would split ASGAHilStA 1« He does not feel that entry into 
IBMtlTY D Will the prestige or compromise AECAMBISTA 1 in any respeot* 

Anpther AECAMBISTA 1 convention is scheduled for the latter part of 
November • All AECAMBISTA 1 delegations^ loaders, and members from 'toe 
Ikilted States and Canada have been Invitod to attexul in an effort to resolve 
the issue conclusively* 

6 * Daring his visit to Washington DC, AECAMBISTA U plans to keep and 
appointment with IDENTITIES G and H at their request* AECAMBISTA U was also 
requested to appear before the Baltic Commission after ha'ving volunteered to 
offer certain supporting documentaiy o'videnee in behalf of the Baltic States 
optlmlstlcaliy hoping that the Baltic States would similarly lend support to 
the creation of a congressional commission for the various other minorities* 

AECAMBISTA I 4 also stated that he intended to 'visit IDENTITY I in 
ODACIDo It Is his desire to solicit some type of assistance whereby AECAMBISTA 
1 would be granted per|ds 8 ion and facilities to wage an effective psyohologieal 
warfare eanpaign against the So'vlets in the ^relorusslan SSR. Expressing 
strong criticism of the United States psychological warfare oas^aign, AECAMBISTA 
U stated that the doited States has not effectively exploited the recent 
major political changes within the USSR* 

7* At the undersigned's request, operational matters were undertaken 
next* AECAMBISTA I 4 repeated all of the cosq>laints expressed to f 
during their May 19^3 meeting# He reiterated that the policies 'of our — 
organization were extremely short-sighted and that we were guilty of poor 
taotioal planning* 
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He re-enq>hasised the difficulties and problems resulting to AECAMBISTA 
1 because of the dlsintergration of plans for establishing ZRELOPE and PIAN 
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GADRIt Hiei otated that aaleas we were eonisiXeteljr eartala of following 
through with anjr of our plaaa« we should not broaoh any new ideas beeause 
disintergration of plans for new projeets caused greater demoralisation 
within AEQAKBISTA 1 than the extent apathy resulting from undertaking 
no aotiyity at all« 


The undersigned explained that the e^isnitments were made by MOB 
in good faith and that it had been our Intention to iiBq>lement these 
projeots* It was indicated that the Inplsmentation of these prejeets was 
lsg}osaible because of oireumstanoes beyond our control and of the need 
to wozdc within a strieter budget* The matter was dropped at this point* 


8« ASGAMBISTA h inquired as to the possibility of establishing a PZAN 
VIB3T prograoa al<sag the lines proposed by A^AMBISTA 2* It was Indicated that 
the plan suboitted by ASCAHBISIA 2 was grossly unrealistic and that bddget 
limitations did not permit us to hire four full-time professors^ to irent 
office spaoe for eac& to purchase automobiles* et cetera as suggested 
in AECi^ISTA 2»8 >iah* ikAMBISTA U was infomed that a modified PlAN 
WEST pro^am tfas being considered* In view of the relative Inactivity of

felt thab ttere be a good reason for AEGAMBISTA 2's wanting to 

include 3 in Team III * ASGAMIKSTA h went on to extoll his 

nephew's (ASGAMPOS^^^ virtues and that he' himself saw no reason why 
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ASCAI^OSANTO 3 shooldi be excluded boeouse of the letter's strong desire 
to participate in active nationalist vezk and because of his steeng 
ideological eotivations* The undersigned enphasiaed the necessity for 
eliminating any* and all risks in such undertakings* He was told that 
our procedures for assessing candidates have exonerated themselves and 
have proven extremely aceturate* AEX3AMEISTA U then stated that he has little 
faith "in the machines" and that he does not undezutand why his nephew 
should have been "suspected of foreign I& oonneetlons"* He considered this 
ooi^letely absurb and that he would vouch for his nephew's reliability* 

The undersigned carefully’ explained that the alleged IS oonneetlons were 
only one of the many reasons idiy we considered i^AMPOSANTO 3 unsatisfactory 
for the type of assignment considered* This apparently placated ASCAHBISTA 
U somewhat or gave him an opportunity to retreat diplomatically* Although 
he continued to praise his nephew to the end and to maz*vel at our reasons 
for rejecting AfiCAMPOSANTO 3» he agreed to prepare a letter^ per our requesti 
for transmittal to ABCAMBISTA 2 (via our channels) authorizing AECAMBISTA 2 


to drop AECAHPQSANTO 3 from the new team* 


10* The discussion then revolved about the topic of agent training* 
ABCAMBISTA U stated that "on the basis of reports received from the Inside" 
he could not reach any other conclusion but that our training and preparation 
of agents has been inadequate* He recommended that our training program be 
more intensive.

was kept au c our ant on receipt of all messages* A*" non-eom^ttal answer 
was given to ABCAMBISTA in reply to his query* 

IJL* The ^derslgned farther indicftted to ABCAMBISTA U that we contemplated 
transferrlhg ageht training to PBPRU^ If a minimum of three qualified 
candiMtec were found| and that traizii^ w commence approximately 1 
Janud^ l^^U* ^ ^ 1| inquired in^ether or xiot we still contcfi)g)lated 

using ABC of New York City as Iho operatioiaal chief J-n PBPRIME . 
as^llAs been considered duzlng ABCAMBISTA U's discussion with^ j 

It was explained that it was undesirable, security-wise, to bring in more 
people into operations than was absolutely necessary* In view of the fact 
that the Field- Casje Officer will continue to have contact with ABCAMBISTA 2, 
as befoi^ it was not anticipated that anyone would be required in PBPRIME 
on a full-time basis for this purpose* It was ezqplalned to ABCAMBISTA U that, if 
ciroumstances necessitated, we could employ ABCAMBISTA 9 on a consultative 
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baals* However^ we oonsldared that almost everything eould be handled 
through AJB^BISTA 2 os before* ASE7AMB13TA U did net suggest using 
ASCAMHCSTA'a $, U« or anyone else In any 8 hand*holdlng" or advisory 
edacities and did not pursue the subjeet further* 

Oase Officers Comment t It is not known why ABCAMBI3TA I 4 dropped the 
sttbjeet and di4 not insist on a full-time AJICAMBI3TA 1 representative 
with the agents during their training in PBPRIM£ as had been esqpected* fhe 
subjeet was raised several tiates at different instances to offer A1CAI1BI37A 
U aiqple opportunity to express his views on this matter but elloited no other 
response than that indicated above* It is the undersigned's opinion 
that ASGA^iE[3TA U was ecmeemed over AB>AHBX3IA 2's status and activities 
as a full time salaried employee and 'tiiat he did not desire to compromise 
AS0AHB137A 2's stature as the operational chief* It is felt that this can be 
used to our advantage and will afford us full control ever the agents 
during their training in PBPRIME without sharing toeir loyalty with a 
ASCAHBI3TA 1 representative* If necessary* however* A£CAi^4BISTA 9 can always be us< 
on a consultative basis should the agents desire to confer with an AECAMBISTA 
1 representative* It may be desirable* however* to include AECiHBISTA 11 
in the agent training program in order to have a qualified ABCAHBI3TA 1 
assistant for future training* 


12* AECAMBISTA h re-broaohed the subject of establishing a program 
whereby Byelorussian scholars would piepare anal^es and studies on the 
J^lorussian question* on the approaches to the Byelorussian problem* and 
on general topics of Byelorussian historical background* He stated that 
there were several qualified scholars in the United States who could prepare 
such studies* but that they were employed as laborers and in janitorial 
cs^cities and had little opportunity to undertake scholarly endeavours* 

The undersigned expressed interest in this project and noted that we were 
desirous of further ascertaining the qualifications of these individuals* 

It was indicated to AECil'iHSIA U that we would consider en^}loylng one 
qualified Byeloiussian scholar who would woiic under direction in 
the preparation of such studies* A brief outline to serve as an exanqple 
of our requirementa was suUaltted to AECMEISTA U* Several FRQ*s 
(translated into Russian) were also furnished AECABJBI3TA it requesting him 
to procvire the desired information* On the basis of information received 
we would atten^t to iBg)lement a study group project if we deemed that the 
candidate was qualified for this task* It was indicated that this was not 
a c<»imitment to hire ai^<»>e but merely an atteiqpt to investigate the 
possibilities of finding a suitable candidate who would have access to the 
desired information and was qualified to prepare studies on facets of 
l^elorussidn history as yet undocumented*
